8 Die as Quakes 
Jolt Italy Again 


From Wire Dispatches 


UDINE, Italy, Sept. 15—Two powerful earthquakes struck northern 
Italy today, Killing at least elght persons and sending hundreds 
fleeing from the Friuli region, already devastated by a quake that 


* killed almost 1,000 persons four months ago. 


About 80 persons were injured, many having jumped from win- 
doxs in panic as the quakes toppled buildings and caused landslides 
that blocked road and rail links. Rescue squads began digging out 


several buried cars and two army trucks, possibly 


passengers. The government de- 
clared a state of emergercy fol- 
lowing the .remors, which regis- 
tered 63 and 6.4 on the Richter 
Scale and were felt over 8. large 
portion of northern and centra! 
Italy +s well as in Austria, Yugo- 
Slavia, Czechoslovakia, West Ger- 
many and France. The two 
shocks were nearly as strong as 
the disastrous quake of May 6, 
which registered 6.9. 

Police said that roads were jam- 
med with cars heading out of 
the stricken area. Shops closed 
and Udine looked ‘ike p ghost 
town. 

Sth Straight Day 

There were about two dozen 
smatier tremors during the morn- 
ing. ‘The area has trembled more 
than 240 t'mes since May, but 
this was the fifth straight day 
of strong tremors. 

Police said that the dead in- 
cluded four persons buried under 
debris of falling buildings, three 
killed by heart attacks and a man 
who fell 20 feet to his death 
trying to reach the dock while 
working on 8. ship in Venice. 

The injured included soldiers 
who jumped from barracks win- 
dows, The injuries were mostly 
minor, hospital officials sald. The 
fire brigade said that several 
motorists may have died in a 
landslide on a mountain road. 

Fifty families left the Friuli 
area for the coastal resort of 
Lignano, where local authorities 
said that up to 10,000 could be 
accommodated. Humdreds more 
fled to other ereas, ᾿ς 

Evacuation Arranged 

Special Commissioner Giuseppe 
Zamberletti, in charge of relief 
work, said that voluntary evacua- 
tion was being atranged for al! 
who wanted t leave the region 

In the sprawling tent cities, 
where more than 60,000 have 
been living since the May quake, 
there was despair. 

Authorities estimated that 
today’s shocks left 20,000 more 
homeless, adding to the 70,000 
displaced in May. 

Damage stretched over a wkle 
area of Priuli, which is between 
the Alps and the. Adriatic in 
northeastern Italy. and reached 
as far southwest as Padua, 80 
Miles away. 

In Austria, the tremors were 
felt in Vienna, Innsbruck and 
the Salzburg area. Roof tiles 
fell and windows were shattered 
at Villach, near the Italian 
border. 

Yugoslay Damage 

Thirty buildings in the Yugo- 
siny village of Breginj, also near 
the Italian border, were destroyed 
after having been weakened by 
the May earthquake, official 
sources there said. 

The tremors also were felt in 
Munich, in Strasbourg and in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Experts said that the damage 
Was less serious than in the 
May queke because the tremors 
had a waveltke, less destructive 
motion. 

Among Italians jolted from 
their beds by the first shock, at 
5:15 am., were members of a 
parliamentary commission visit- 
ing Udine to check the needs of 
the region. The parliamentarians 
later had to adjourn talks «ith 
local officials after the building 
in which they were meeting was 
declared unsafe.

The Security Council’s sensible decision 
to postpone a vote on admitting Vietnam to 
the United Nations until after the American - 
elections does not alter the fact that the 
Ford administration's own Vietnam policy has 
been rigid, deceptive and harmful to Amer- 
_ dean interests in the extreme. Granted, Mr. 

Ford, vying earlier for the Repubiican nom- 
ination and now for the Reagan constituen- 
cy’s vote, had somehow to counter Mr. Rea- 
gan’s know-nothing attack on him for ini- 
fdating diplomatic contacts with Vietnam 
“last spring. The President did not, however, 
have to lose all balance and restraint. He 
did not have to publicly denigrate Vietnam's 
moves and motives and, in private, drag his 
feet in setting up normalization talks. He 
could have nursed along 2 negotiation point- 
ed toward getting the United States what 
it most wants, an accounting of servicemen 
classified missing in action in Vietnam. If 
he wished to insist that the Paris accords 
were dead and therefore the United States 
had no further “obligation” to ald Viet- 
namese reconstruction, then he cowid have 
quietly investigated whether something other 
than direct American aid, say, access to in- 
ternational loans, might have been accept- 
able to Hanoi, 

Unfortunately, Mr. Ford played it another 
way. He chose to meet Mr Reagan’s low- 
road challenge last spring with a low-road 
response, by publicly calling the Vietnamese 
“pirates,” for instance, even whiie diplo- 
matic efforts were under way to start talks 
with them on normalizing relations. When 
Hanoi identified 12 MIAs a week ago 55 
a goodwill gesture, Mr. Ford personally 
sought out the White House press corps to 
declare that the Vietnamese were “callous 
and cruel” in not supplying, more names 
and information, He offered the Vietnamese 
nothing in return. When the Vietnamese. 
notwithstanding Washington's insistence 
that it had no ald “obligation,” asked on 
Aug. 27 to work out a date for “normal- 


ization" talks to begin, the administration . 


did not respond. fa 
Instead, on Monday of this week, it an- 
nounced that because there had been “no 
progress” ἸῺ obtaining fu! MIA accounting, 
the United States would veto Hanoi's appli- 
cation for UN membership—this despite its 
general view that UN membership should 
be universal, Hanoi. responded by making 
public the record of the’ past year’s diplo- 
macy between the United States and Viet- 
nam, figuring, correctly, that it demonstrates 
how inflexible American diplomacy has been. 
Needless to say, President Ford has never 
stopped assuring the MIA families that he 
ls doing everything possible to get the ac- 
counting they crave. ἢ

On Gulf’s Dole? | 


Sen. Robert Dole was obviously annoyed 
the other day when reporters persisted in 
asking him questions about two unreported 
campaign contributions that were alleged 
to have been made to him by the Gulf Oil 
Co. The Republican yice-presidential nom- 
inee denies any memory or knowledge of 
the payments and he says he has searched 
his records and finds no indication that ‘he 
has recelved them. And he thinks the matter 
should rest. right there so he can get on 
with the campaign. 

The story first broke when sources close 
to the federal special prosecutor disclosed 
that Claude ©. Wild jr, a former lobbyist 
for Gulf Oil Co., through whose hands $4 
million of Gulf Oil money flowed to politi- 
clans between 1960 and 1974, had testified 
before a federal grand jury that in 1973 he 
had given Dole’s assistant an Mlegal con- 
tribution of between $5,000 and $6,000 for. 
the senator’s 1975 campaign. Shortly there- 
after Wild, while refusing to comment on his 
gtand jury testimony, asserted that he had 
given Sen. Dole a legal contribution in 1970 
to pass on to another candidate, To support 
this allegation, Wild showed reporters a 
check stub in his own handwriting that in- 
dicated a $2,000 payment to Sen Dole. 
Neither of the alleged contributions was re- 
ported as required by law. 

Several days later, Wild declared that 
despite the evidence of his handwritten 
check stub he had “been in error” when 
he said he had given Sen Dole the $2,000 
in 1970. The candidate said he was pleased 
that the misunderstanding had been clear- 
ed up. President Ford promptly declared. 
-bimself satisfied and a White House spokes- 
man said that the President had known 


about the alleged 1973 gift when he chose 
Dole as his running mate and had decided 
that it was no problem. So everybody [5 
supposed to go back to sleep.

Archbishop Lefebvre said, adding 
that he hoped to return to the 
Vatican shortly to seek an 
agreement. 

“J asked him to let me be 
judged at the highest church 
level on the differences which 
have arisen,” he said, adding that 
he was confident his views 
would be accepted. 

The Pope told the archbishop 
that he could not make any deci- 
sion before consulting with his 
advisers. 

The archbishop said that he 
bad not asked to be forgiven 
and would not tolerate orders 
from anyone. 

Archbishop Lefebvre, opposed 
to the new Catholic liturgy, 
founded 2 seminary called Saint 
Pius X, where he instructs young 
priests in the old tradition of 
the Catholic Church. 

There are 130 seminarians at 
Ecéne and 30 more are expected 
for the coming school year.

“What jis at stake is not so 
much using Latin,” he said, “but 
the new illegitimate liturgy which 
resembles Protestant services.”
